LisBox, April 12.—The King and Queen are 
about to start on a tour ofthe principal cities 
ofthe Kingdom. Their journey will consume 
two weeks. Itis expected that the trip of 
their majesties will serve to greatly allay the 
discontent now prevailing in 
quence of the recent 
the Government concerning the disputes be- 
tween Great Britain and Portugal in relation 
to territory in Southeast Africa.. The King 
will make several speeches during his jour- 
ney, in which he will indicate the necessity of 
calmness on the part of the people of Portu- 
gal, pending the negotiations now proceeding 
with England with regard to the disputed 
possession. His Majesty. will also strongly 
appeal to the patriotism and loyalty of his 
subjects to follow the course he suggests, and 
will thank them for thelr support of the 
monarchy. 


Something New About Stanley. 


Lonpon, April 12.—The Berlin correspon- 
dent of the London Tunes writes to say Herr 
Reechard, a lecturer, is ereating a feeling 
against Henry Stanley, the explorer, in that 


city, where he is to be a guest ina few days, 
and at bis lectures reads letters sald to have 
been written by Stanley. He says that Stan- 
ley, white on his search for Livingstone, 
learned from Arabs at Zangiber Livingstone’s 
location, but concealed his discovery in order 
to enhance bis feat. The lecturer further de- 
clared that Stanley, by threats, nad induced 
Emin to leave Wadelai because he himself 
had talled in commercial speculation, utterly 
unredeemed by a human purpose or a feel- 
ing for Emin. The lecturer read a letter 
from Count Stellaire, whose son, the Zanzi- 
bar agent of the German East Africa Co. 
had been Informed that Staniley’s expedition 
to Emin was to collect foree and go and 
establish himself and found stations in Kavi- 
ronde, while Stanley would bring two steam- 


ers from Mombasa and m in an expedi- 
tiom to conquer Wande ‘age. Unyoro, and 
create them provinces an equatorial 
dominion, of which Emin, with a princely 
salary, should be ruler, in the service of the 
British East Africa Co. Railways would 
be bullt t the coast through the Dominion, 
connecting with the sources ofthe Nile. This 
scheme, the writer said, would prove the 
grave of alithe hopes of the Germans. That 
some feeling should be shown against 
Stanley seems natural as he did all in his 
power whilein Africa to defeat the plans of 
the German East Africa Co. and ald the 
British East Africa Co. 

Henry M. Stanley reached Cannes to-day. 

He was received upon his arrival by Sir Will- 
lam Mackinnon, Chairman of the Emin Relief 
Committee. Mr. Stanley subsequently called 
upon the Frince of Wales. 
& Mr. Stanley has declined King Leopold's in- 
vitation to attend the anti-slaye Congress now 
sitting in Brussels on the ground that the con- 
dition of nis health will not permit him to 
do so, 

Dr. Parke, who accompanied Mr. Staniey on 
his expedition to the interior of Africa, and 
who is now with him at Cannes, declares that 
Emin Pasha is suffering from an incurable 
cataract, and that before a year elapses he 
will be blind. 


The Coming Labor Demonstration. 


Pakts, April12.—All laboring Paris is agli- 
tated over the labor demonstration to be made 
May 1, when the people will parade and make 


known to the world that they want and will 
have shorter hours, in some instances more 
pay, and bar women and children from cer- 
tain kinds of work and from all Kinds of night 
work. In nowise staggered bythe declaration 
of the Government, the Paris Socialists are 
working with a will to organize their demon- 
stration despite M. Constans and all his police 
and soldiers. They vow they will meet in 
such numbers that the powers vested in the 
Government will ale into insignificance 
by comparison. Timid people already are 
heard asking if it will be safe to 
venture into the streets to breathe 
the balmy air of May, and li it isnot prob- 
able, or at least possible, that these streets 
will run with gore. For the last fortnight 
meetings have been held every third day in 
different quarters of Paris and handbilis by 
hundreds and thousands have been distrib- 
uted among the tollers of the capital. These 
handbilis set forth the objects of the demon- 
stration, chief among which are the reduc- 
tion of the hours of the working day to eight, 
the limitation of female and children labor 
and the suppression of night labor. 
Tue document goes on to recount how 
the idea of holding this demonstration 
ef the proletariat of the universe 
was mooted at the International Socialist 
Congress, which met in Paris in July, 1889, and 
at which were present the best-known So- 
cialists of the world, among the number being 
Bebel, Liebknecht, Costa, Cunningham, Gra- 
hame, John Burns andthe whole French So- 
clalist army, May 1 was fixed as the date of 
the universal demonstration of labor, and the 
same day was chosen as the grand annual fete 
of the laboring world. Each country was left 
to determine what kind of demonstration best 
suited ita own purpose. In France the idea 
was welcomed with enthusiasm among the 
Socialists, and Municipal Councils 
even promised moral and pecu- 
nia support, as in the case, 
of the Councilors of Saint Etienne, who voted 
,000 francs for the purchase of a banner. In 
Germany, where the authorities have decided 
to quash any 888 at demonstration, the 
latest news is that there is a split in the So- 
cialist ranks, Bebel and lLebknecht being op- 
posed tothe scheme. In Austria the strikes 
now im progress are believed tobe an augury 
of what May 1 will bring forth. In Belgium 
the demonstration is exnected to be notabie,

Killed by a Boiler Explosion.

The train then pulled for Corning and came 
in at lightning spewd, leaving a wake of flame, 
The Corning Fire Devartment was ordered out 
and reached the scene almost as soon as the 
train came toastop. The burning car was 
run up under a tank and with a stream from 
it and from the hose the fire was quenched. 


Trains Cellide in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, III., April 12..—The East Chicago 
dummy on the Fort Wayne road was thrown 
off the main track under the Eighteenth street 
viaduct last night and collided with a freight 


train on the side track. The dummy engine 
was completely smashed and part of it was 
piled on top of the freight engine. The pas- 
senger train was composed of three cars— 
combination eXpress, baggage and passenger, 
and two coaches. The combination car was 
smashed in at the front end and several 
passengers painfully cut and bruised. Phy- 
siclans were summoned and the injured 
passengers were attended. The railroad com- 
papy employes took every precaution to keep 
the news of the accident from spreading. 
The cause of the collision was a misplaced 
switch, which threw the dummy on the side 
track.

It 
Was the impression of many about the City 
Hall up to yesterday that Sewer Commissioner 
MoMath, who has held a seat in the board for 
nearly eight years and who ranks next to 
President Flad in term of service, would be 
tendered the Republican nomination. Opin- 
jon changed when the report, well au- 
thenticated, reached the ball that thejleading 
lights in the Central Committee 
were opposed to him. Mr. McMath, however, 
is not seeking the nomination. A day or two 
ago he told a PosT-DIsPATCH reporter that he 
would not seek any nomination, but would 
make the race if nominated. The sentiment 
of the Republican Committee is said to be in 
favor of the selection of some person who has 
been more actively identified with 
the workings of the Republican party, and 
who will be in the event of his election more 
than Mr. McMath would. 

The latest Republican candidate to enter the 
race is W. H. Asmer, the Assistant Secretary 
ot the Council.

He made his debut in local poli- 
tics at the last Republican City Convention as 
a candidate for Inspector of Weights and 
Measures, but was defeated for the nomina- 
tion, and as a consolation prize obtained the 
assistant secretaryship to the Council. He 
said this morning that be was inthe race and 
had some strong assurances of support from 
the committeemen.

A Curious Case Decided by the Virginia 


Supreme Court.

RICHMOND, Va., April 12.—A curious case 
has been decided dy the Supreme Court of 
Appeais of this State.

JUDGE KLEIN TOUCHES ON OWNERS’ CON- 
TRACTS WITH REAL ESTATE AGENTS. 


An Agent Has a Right to Any Sum Over the 
Price Set on a Piece of Real Estate He 
May Sell—Other Rulings and Judgments 
Legal Notes and News. 


. The question of a real estate agent’s right 
to any sum he may obtain for a piece of prop- 
erty over and above the price asked for it, if 
a contract has been made, was ruled upon by 
Judge Klein this morning in the case of John 
R. Boas against Patrick H. Scully. Scully 
made an agreement to permit Boas to sell his 
farm in Franklin County, Mo., at any time 
within eighteen months from its date, at the 
price of $4,000 and to pay and allow 
to Boas all he might obtain over 
and above that sum. Before 
the expiration of these eighteen months 
Scully agreed to extend the time for sixty 
days from March 24, 1886, and to make the sale 
for $3,500, allowing the plaintiff all that he 
might obtain over and above that sum if sold 
within sixty days from saiddate. Boas sold 
the property to Henry Sandbring 
for $5,000. Henry Sandbrink was rep- 
resented by Frank Sandbrink, to whom 
Boas gave a receipt for $25 earnest money on 
account ofthe purchase. Subsequent to the. 
expiration of said sixty days the plaintiff no- 
tifled the defendant of said contract of sale so 
made by him. Scully ° 
APPROVED THE CONTRACT 
and agreed to execute it and pay Boas $1,500. 
It is alleged that Scully did make the transfer, 
but refuses to pay Boas, The attorney for Scully 
filed a demurrer and Judge Klein in passing 
on itsays: It is not necessary to allege in 
the petition that the intending purchaser en- 
tered into a contract binding upon himsejf 
where it is alleged that the contract has been 
executed by the selier. If the agent has pro- 
cured a purchaser 2 to take the prop- 
erty and the owner actually conveys the prop- 
erty to such purchaser, the question of 
whether thore has been a valid aud Dinding 
contract with the seller or not cannot arise, 
because the contract is an executed one and 
supports the agent’s claim for his compensa- 
tion. 
Neither is it necessary to rub out or fill 
the writing by which the sale alleged to have 
made by the plaintiff to the ,in- 
purchaser was affirmed

‘TURNING TO CANADA. 


THE MOVEMENT OF MORMONS OVER THE 
NORTHWEST BORDER. 


Beginning and Growth ef the Settlement at 
Lees Creek—Land Bought for Coleniza- 
tion Purposes—The Tide of Immigration 
Swelling — Protesting: Canadians — The 


Practice of Po!ygamy Will Not Be Tol- 
erated,

+. Most readers are 
probably aware 
that during the 
past few years 
there has been a 
very pronounced 
movement of Mor- 
mons from Utah to- 
ward the Canadian 
Northwest. The 
advance guard of these Mormon settlers con- 
sisted of Mr. C. O. Card, one of Brigham 
Young’s sons-in-law, now Président of the 
Canadian colony,and one ortwoothers. After 
examining various parts of the Northwest 
they finally selected Lees Creek as most suit- 
ablefortheir purpose. There in the spring 
of 1888 a few familes pitched their 
tents and whatever of a Mormon problem 
Canada may have to contend with had com- 
menced, With characteristic industry and 
enterprise they at once went diligently at 
work, and although it was June when their 
crops were put in they obtained very fair re- 
turn on the subsequent harvest. Bythat time 
substantial log bu/idings had taken the place 
of tents and covered wagons, and a visito? 
could not help being struck with the snug and 
thrifty appearance of the settlement. In that 
short summer they had done more work than 
many other settlers who had been in the 
country for yeare. 
THE BOOM GROWING. 

The progress of the settlers has been steady 
and rapid ever since. Fresh arrivals each 
year have swelled the population of the colony 
until the original insignificant few have in- 
creased to some three hundred souls. The 
settlement contains a good store and is pro- 
vided with achurch and school-house. Last 
summer a steam threshing machine was taken 
in and a wind grist mill ie among the proba 
bilities of the near future. 

The Mormons are not the only settlers in 
that part of the country. There was a very 
fair general settlement in the vicinity before 
the advent of the Latter Day Saints. These 
settlers speak of the Mormons in the highest 


terms as neighbors and certainly no visitor to 
their settiement can ever complain of inhos- 
pitable reception. Ispeak from experience 
as regards this forlhaye never met witha 
warmer or heartier or more hospitable wel- 
come than that received among the Mormons 
of Lees Creek. 

Lees Creek is asmall stream which empties 
into the St. Mary's River about three miles 
below the Mormon settiement. The St. Ma- 
ry’s River has its rise with St. Mary's Lakes 
in the new State of Montana. It flows north- 
easterly until at its confluence with Lees 
Creek it is about fifteen miles north of the 
international boundary line. The exact 
location of the Mormon settlement 
may therefore be described as follows: Ata 
point forty miles south of MacLeod, forty-five 
— 0 tnt of Lethbridge, thirty miles 
eastofthe main range of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, and fifteen miles nurth of the boundary 
line between Montana and Alberta. While 
the main part of the settlement is on Lees 
Creek, the Mormons have locations extend- 
ing away southward tothe St. Mary’s River, 
and a disgance of seven miles south of the St. 
Mary's River they have a cattle ranch, and 
their herds include some valuable pedigree 
animals, the whole, I believe, the property of 
the Mormon Church. 

A BIG LAND PURCHASE. 

During the past summer Mr. Card, probably 
acting as agent for friends in Utah, purchased 
from the Northwestern Coal & Navigation Co. 
about 25,000 acres of land for colonization 
purposes, and this fact adds color to the 
rumor that the next few years will witness a 
constantly increasing tide of Mormon imm!i- 

ration from Utah to Southern Alberta. Last 

all the heads of the Mormon Church visited 
their Lees Creek brethren, and spent a night 
in MacLeod on their way out ot the country. 
Among the visitors were Presidents Wood- 
ruff, Cannon and Joseph Smith, 
Chief Apostie Brigham Young, 
son of the original righam, 
the happy father 0 thirty or 
more children. Ostensibly they came to visit. 
thelr friend and to see for thimselves how 
they were getting on. In reality the object of 
their long journey was to discover whether a 
general migration of Mormons from Utah was 
advisable, Asthey were very much pleased 
with the country it is altogether probable that 
they will advise emizration from Utah, where 
they are being made slightly uncomfortable 
— at the present. Since that visit the lead- 
ng elders of the Canadian colony have gone 
to Utah. Tosay that Mormon immigration is 
viewed with favor by the great majority of 
the people in Alberta would be very tar from 
the truth. There is a strong feeling that they 
are very undesirable settlers and should not be 
encouraged. The recent trials at Salt Lake 
City and rather sensational disclosures con- 
nected with them have not tended to lessen 
alarm concerning the probable resuits of the 
Mormon immigration, The experience of the 
United States with these people also leads 
Canadians to fear that when the Mormon ele- 
ment gets strong enough thelr experience 
will be a very similarone. While these would 
seem to be very well founded objections, it is 
fully realized that the question is a very d/fii- 
cult one to deal with. 

GROUND FOR LEGAL ACTION. 

The practicé of polygamy would be the on! 
ground upon which action against them coul 
be taken and as yet there is no Dominion 
statute which makes polygamy acrime. This 
is being remedied during the present session 
of the Dominion Parliament. The Mormons 
who are not settied at Lees Creek disclaim 
any intention of attempt to indulge in the 
doubtful luxury ef more wifes than one. 
Many of them were polygamists ia Utah and 
adeputation which visited Ottawa last sum- 
mer asked, among other things, for 
mission to practice polygamy to the extent 
they had already contracted, provided no 
further contracts 4. lixe nature were entered 
into In Canada. ving been given to under-

THE THREE REPUBLICS, 


The Question of Arbitration Before the Pan - 
American Conference. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 12.—The Pan- N 
American Conference has under considera- 
tlon to-day the report of the Committee on 
General Welfare. The full text of the report is 
as follows: 
Art. 1. The Republics of North, Central 
and South America and Hayti hereby 
adopt arbitration as a principle of American 
international lawfor the settlement of all 
differences, disputes or controversies between 
two or more ot them f 
Art. 2. Arbitration shall be obligatory in all 
controversies concerning diplomatic et- 
quette, boundaries, territories, indemnities, 
the right of navigation and the validity, oon- 
struction and enforcement of treaties. 

Art. 3. Arbitration shall be equally obliga- 


tory in all cases other than those mentioned 


in the foregoing article, whatever may be 
their origin, nature or occasion, with the sin- 
gle exception mentioned in the next following 
art ole. 

Art. 4. The exception above referred to 
shall be when in the opinion of a nation its 
independence may be endangered by the re- 
sult of arbitration for such nation, when arbi- 
tration shall be optional, but compulsory for 
the adversary power if required. 

Art. 5. All controversies or differences, 
with the exception stated in art. 4, whether 
pending or hereafter arising, shall be submit- 

ed to arbitration, even though they may 
have originated in occurrences antedating the 
present treaty. 

Art. 6. Noquestion shall be revived by 
virtue of this treaty, concerning which a 
definite agreement shall have already been 
reached. In such cases arbitration shall be 


resorted to only forthe settlement of ques- 
tions concerning the validity, interpretation 
or enforcement of such agreements. 

Art. 7. Any Government may serve in the 
capacity of arbitrator which maintains 
friendly relations with the nation opposed to 
the one selecting it. The office of arbitrator 
may also be intrusted totribunals of justice, 
to scientific bodies, to public officlais or to 
private individuals whether citizens or not of 
the states selecting them. 

Art. 8. The Court of Arbitration may consist 
of one or more persons. If one person, he 
shall be selected jointly by the nations con- 
cerned, If of several persons, their selection 
may be jointly made by the nations concerned. 
Should no choice be made each nation claim- 
ing a distinct interest in the question at issue 
shail have the right to appoint one arbitrator 
on its own benalf. 

Art. 9. Whenever the court shall consist of 
aneven number of arbitrators, the nations 
concerned shall appoint an umpire who shall 
decide all questions upon which the arbitra- 
tors may disagree. If the nations interested 
fall to agree in the election of an umpire, such 
umpire shall be selected by the arbitrators 
already appointed. 

Art. 10. The appointment of an umpire and 
his acceptance shall take place before the ar- 
bitrators enter upon the hearing of the ques- 
tions in * 

Art. 11. The umpire shall not act as a mem 
ber of the court, but bis duties and powers 
shail be limited to the decision of questions 
upon which the arbitrators shall be unable to 
agree. 

Art. 12. Should an arbitrator oran umpire 
be prevented from serving by reason of death, 
resignation or other cause, such arbitrator or 
umpire shall be replaced by a substitute to be, 
selected in the same manner in which the 
original arbitrator or umpire shall have been 
chosen. 

Art. 13. The court shall hold its sessions at 
such place as the parties in interest may 
agree upon, andin case of disagreement or 
failure to name a place the court itself may 
determine the location. 

Art. 14. When the court shall consist of 
several arbitrators a majority of the whole 
number way act, notwithstanding the absence 
or withdrawal of the majority. In such case 
the majority shallcontinue in the perform- 
ance of their duties until they shall have 
reached a final determination of the questions 
submitted for their consideration. 

Art. 16. Thedecision of a majority of the 
whole number of arbitrators shall be final, 
both on the main and incidental issues, unless 
in the agreement to arbitrate it shall have 
been 82 provided that unanimity is 
essential. 

Art. 16. The general expenses of the arbi- 
tration proceedings shall be paid in equal pro- 
portions by the governments that are parties 
thereto, but the expense incurred by either 
party in the preparation and prosecution of 
ts case shall be defrayed by it Individually. 

Art. 17. Whenever disputes arise the na- 
tions involved shall appoint courts of arbitra- 
tion in accordance with the provisions of the 

receding articles, only by the mutual and 
ree consent of all such nations may those 
provisions be disregarded and courts of arbi- 
tration appointed under different arrange- 
ments. 

Art. 18. This treaty shall remain in force 
for twenty years from the date of the ex- 
change of ratifications. After the expiration 
ofthat period it shall continue in operation 
until one of the contracting parties shall have 
notified ali the others of its desire to termin- 
ate. In event of such notice the treaty shall 
continue obligatory on the party giving it for at 
least one year thereafter, but the withdrawal 
of one nation shall not invalidate the treaty 
with respect to the other nations concerned. 

Art. 19. This treaty snall be ratified by all 
the nations approving it according to their 
reepective constitutional methods and the 
ratifications shali be exchanged in the city of 
Washington on or before the list day of Max, 
A. D. 1891. Any other nation may accept 
this treaty and become a party thereto by 
signing a copy thereof and Gopecising the 
same with the Government of the United 
States, waersupes the said Government shall 
communicate that fact to the other contract- 
ing parties. a

The contest in which Messrs. Searsand de 
Garmandia met was the first metvh in the 
tournament forthe racket championship for 
1890-91. It was played in the court of the 
Boston Athletic Association yesterday after- 
noon, in the presence of a select gathering of 
about 100 gentlemen. Boston had made but 
one entry for the contest, while New York 
made four, and of the New Yorkers named 
Mr. de Garmandia is without doubt the 
greatest player, and his victory means an al- 
most certain capture af the championship 
and the handsome trophy that goes with it. 
At 2:30 o’clock the contest began. Mr. de 

~Garmandia won the toss. Mr. H. O. Leeds 
was referee, and Champion Tom Pettitt 
marker.

Each 
man netted two aces on the third hand, and 
de Garmandia made one ace to nothing for 
Sears on the fourth hand. The fifth hand 
brought de Garmandiathree against one for 
Sears, owing almost entirely to the bard and 
misleading service of the New Yorker, and the 
sixth hand netted the New Yorker two aces, 
so the score when de Garmandia started serv- 
foe forthe seventh time was 14 toll against 
Sears. The first ball struck was safely placed 
in return, and when it seemed, after a little 


play, thatthe New Yorker’s hand would go 
out, Sears was quite nervous, and missed an 
easy one, which gave de Garmandia the de- 
sired ace and the game by a score of 15 to II.

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THE WORLD’S RECORD BEATEN, 


The Twenty-Mile Run Reduced by an Eug- 
lish Amateur Athiete. 


A very successful attempt was made on 
March 22, at Stamford Bridge (London) 
grounds, by the combined efforts of the 
Tower A.C. and North London Harriers, to 
revive long-distance running, which was so 
popular some ten to fifteen years ago. There 
were no less than twenty-cight starters in the 
twenty-mile race. The track wasin splendid 


condition,although a stiff breeze was blowing. 
The race was won by W.H. Morton of the 
Salford Harriers, in Ih. 52m. 51 1-5s., who 
beat all the world’s records from fifteen to 
twenty miles. R. W. Parry of the same Har- 
riers came in second in Ih. 54m. 18 1-5s., 
The world’s record has now been broken by 
over one minute. It was held by P. Byrnes, a 
professional, who made the vistance at Hali- 
fax, Nova Scotia, on October 4, 1879, in Ih. 
54m., and by J. R. Warburton, a professional, 
who ran at Blackburn, England, on May 29, 
1880, the same distance in ih. 56m. 388. The 
pProtessional record has 8 the amateur 
by over two minutes, G. A. Dunning of Stam - 
ford Bridge, England, on January 1, 1881, do- 
ing the distance in Ih. 58m. 47 3-58., which was 
the best record for an amateur. On February 
22, 1884, at Brooklyn, N. Y., Grassman obtained 
for America the amateur championship by 
runing the distance in zh. 13m. 5s. Morton 
was asked torun outthe two hours, but at 
first refused.

IN TEN HOT ROUNDS. 


BEZENAH DEFEATED “DUTCH” NEIL IN THIS 
CITY YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 


A Quiet Little Mil], Arranged by Some St. 
Louis Sports—Report of the Fight Which 
Ended With Both Men Kelling Among 
the Chairs—The Local Pug Bests His Man 
Only in One Round. 


Louis Bezenah and ‘‘Dutch’’ Neilcame to- 
gether in this city last evening. The fight 


Was a ten-round contest and was witnessed 


by about thirty-five of the elect. Four ounce 
gloves were used and both men went in for 
blood. The battle was a good one, fairly 
fought and impartially decided, Bezenah being 
declared tne victor. 

Bezenah is the light-weight slugger with 
the Muldoon athietic combination, which 
has been in this city for several days. He has 
the unenviable distinction of having killed 
his man, fatally injuring his opponent in a 
four-round contest while traveling with the 
Muldoon troupe in Texas. Neil is a local 
fighter of considerable repute. He is a game 
man and has the Kellys at his 
back. When Muldoon, on behalf of Bezenah, 
issued his manifesto on arriving in this city, 
defying any local 150-pound man to stand ten 
rounds before the Cincinnati slugger, Neil 
took him up. The contest was to have come 
off at the People’s Theater, but the local au- 
thorities interfered. Thenthe men went to 
East St. Louis and had a four-round tilt. The 
Illinois police wereon the ground, however, 
and prevented anything which looked like 
hard hitting. Finally Muldoon interested a 


number of persons inthe two men and the 
battle of last evening was the result. 

Bezenah and Neil stripped a few minutes 
after 6o’clock. The Cincinnati man had as 
seconds two of the Muldoon combination, 
while a couple of local athietes looked after 
the interests of the St. Louls ‘‘pug.’’ A gén- 
tleman versed in all sporting matters agreed 
to referee and two of the spectators held the 
watches. 

Bezenah weighed about one hundred and 
forty-tive. His skin was dark and his cond!i- 
tlon fairly good. Neil was perhaps ten pounds 
heavier. is skin was red and he looked a 
bit ‘‘beely.’’ He was of astockier build than 
his opponent, but less active and graceful in 
his movements, Both looked confident and 
determined yet smiling. 

At6:15 o'clock the reteree called the men 
into the middle of the room. He said the con- 
test wasto beof ten rounds duration with 
four ounce gloves, for points, Queensbury 
rules to gzoyern. There was to be no stake 
or side bets. Bezenah and Neil then ad- 
vanced atthe callof time, shook hands and 
squared off for the contest. 

ROUND ONE 
opened with cautious sparring. Two clinches 
followed in close succession, Bezenah doin 
the leading on both occasions. Neil rushe 
and scored a left hand upper cut on 
his opponent’s wind. The men then sparred. 
There was little fighting done. 

ROUND TWO ä 
was more exciting. Bezenah rushed an 
caught Nellintheeye. Neil countered on the 
jaw with his right and some hot in-fighting 
was done. Bezenah made four rushes before 
time was called, always getting in at least one 
good blow. Neil fought for a clinch and 
usually gotit. At the end of the round the 
carpet was taken up And the play proceeded. 

ROUND THREE 
opened with Neil rushing and catching the 
Cincinnati mana smart rap behind the left 
ear. Bezenah retaliated an instant later with 
a hard punch with his right and an upper cut 
with his left, which did eonsiderable damage 
to Nell’s wind and jugular. Neil rushed, 
missed and fell. There was some rapid in- 
fighting, with no great advantage either way. 

ROUND FOUR 
found Nell a llttle winded. It was the best 
round of the fight notwithstanding. Niel 
scored a point on Bezenah’s breast and 
escaped a counter by a clever duck. The St. 
Louis man then attempted to force his oppo- 
nent and the fight became fast and furious. 
The blows were on the ‘‘hammer and tongs’’ 
order and little setence was shown. Neil 
soon got enough and grabbed Bezenah’s legs 
as he went down. The call of time stopped 
the work. 

ROUND FIVE 
was characterized by some rather ‘‘shady’’ 
tactics on Neil’s part. Thest. Louis man 
seemed badly winded, and clinched at every 
opportunity, retaining bis hold and jabbing 
at Bezenah’s body, notwithstanding the 
referee’s order to break away. He 
aay oy to hia knees to avoid every rush, and 
led but once in the round. 

ROUND SIX 
was a repetition of round five on Ne!l’s part. 
Bezenah was mueh moe active. Heswun 
his left often and hard, wasting no blows, an 
knocking Neil over the chairs almost at will. 
Neil fell three times to escape punishment. 

ROUND SEVEN 
found Neil taking his punishment like a good 
fellow and Bezenah giving it in allopathic 
doses. Neil stuck to bis corner and did some 
clever ducking. 

ROUND EIGHT 
wasa good one. Neil was more confident and 
appeared to have his second wind. Twice he 
chased the Cincinnati man across the ring 
giving and takipg both right and left han 
punches with the best of grace, Neil scored 
two clean blows on Bezenah’s nose and neck. 
Both men hit apparentiy when and where 
they pleased. 

ROUND NINE 
was opened with a desperate rush by Bezenab. 
Neil went down and gota hot one in the neck 
as he feli. His seconds claimed a foul, but it 
was not allowed. Neil ducked as they came 
together in the corner and Bezenah struck the 
door a terrible blow. His right was almost 
useless the rest of the fight. 

ROUND TEN 
found Bezenah after a knock-out and Nell 
fighting to stay. The st. Louls man dropped 
half a dozen times. Bezenah rushed his op- 
ponent with a vim and punched his head with 
both hands. Time was called when both men 
were rolling among the chairs in Nelil’s 
corner. 

The referee then gave the fight to Bezenah. 
He said that almost from start to finish Beze- 
nah had had the best Of it, Nell winning but 
one round. Thespectators then con ted 
and $125 was divided between the men, Beze- 
nah taking two-thirds of the proceeds, 

It is reported that Muldoon will take Neil 
with the combination. The wrestler is short 
of men and was well pleased at the showing 
Neil made. That Neuf is plucky there is no 
doubt, and be’ stands punishment well.

Postmaster Harlow Extends the Service and 
Increases the Number of Deliveries. 


We received some valuable information 
from the publication in the PostT- DISPATCH a 
few days ago, about the delay in delivering a 
letter written by a person in Cincinnati toa 
friend in St. Louis.’’ 

Postmaster Harlow was speaking and E. P.
